The  performance  is  by  Heather  Harp?r, 
Peter  Pears,  Dietrich  Fischer-Dieskau,  a  boys'  choir, 
a  festival  choir,  the  Melos  Ensemble,  and  the  City 
of  Birmingham  Symphony  Orchestra,  conducted  by 
the  composer  and   Meredith   Davies. 

The  Poetry  of  Wilfred  Owen:  Hugh  Stephenson 
reads  and  comments  on  the  World  War  I  poems  of 
Owen,  "a  poet  in  the  true  sense  of  the  word,  some- 
one who  has  shown  to  us  one  of  those  worlds 
which,  after  we  have  been  shown  it,  we  call  the 
real   world"
